1973, (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Order), the Central Government in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section 
(1) of section 18FB of the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
declared that the operation of all or any of the contracts, assurances of property, agree¬ 
ments settlements, awards, or other instruments in force immediately before the publica¬ 
tion of the said Order in the Official Guzette (other than those relating to banks and 
financial institutions) to which the industrial undertaking known -as Messrs Indian Rubber 
Manufacturers Limited, Calcutta, is a party or which may be applicable to the said 
industrial undertaking shall remain suspended upto the 18th January 1974 and ml 
rights, privileges, obligations and liabilities accruing or arising thereunder before tne 
said date shall remain suspended upto the 18th January, 1974; 


And, whereas, the duration of the said Order was extended upto the 18th January, 1976, 

And. whereas, the Central Government is satisfied that the duration of the said Order
